Welcome to our Auction 57, open to online bidding only. The auction will be transmitted via video link 
and live bidding will be available. We are pleased to offer the Portland Collection, a superb collection 
formed over the last 50-60 years, containing a small group of ancients including a gold stater of Philip 
II (dot 1), and a very good selection of Maundy sets, including some from the Bridgewater House 
Collection. Also featured are some rare groats and an unrivalled group of silver threepenny pieces, 
most of which are in choice grades, including rare dates and varieties such as an 1851 with the 8 struck 
over 5, so that it reads 1551 (lot 117). The collection contains a quantity of three-halfpenny pieces, an 
interesting group of eighteenth-century tokens, and concludes with an excellent selection of British 


and Foreign medals. 


Following the Portland Collection, we are pleased to offer among the British coins no fewer than four 
five-guinea pieces, two of which are spectacular. The first, a 1675 elephant mintmark example (lot 
351), is certified and graded by NGC as Mint State 62+, making it the highest graded example, and it 
is a variety not seen in the Schneider Collection. The other, a 1748 example (lot 352), is certified and 
graded by NGC as Mint State 64, thus making it too the highest graded example. There is a large group 
of Islamic coins, followed by the World coin section which includes a selection of Indian mohuts. 
The sale concludes with an important and scarce Russian medal of Alexander HI commemorating the 
opening of the Suram tunnel in 1890 (lot 467) and a USA George Washington medal struck in silver 
(lot 466).

The South Atlantic crossing was part of a round-the-world flight by Joseph Le Brix (1899-1931) and Dieudonné 
Costes (1892 - 1973).

Le Brix, a naval Capitaine de Corvette, went on to make many attempts to break records for long- 
distance flying and it was on one of these, to Tokyo, that his engine failed over Russia and he was killed in the crash.

De Rozier was to be killed two years later 
attempting to cross the English Channel. The flight by Jacques Alexandre César Charles (1746-1823) in his hydrogen 
balloon was 10 days later.

The flight lasted 33 minutes, during which Blanchard dropped the dog suspended by a parachute (see image on the 
reverse of the following lot, 287), which landed on the city outskirts whilst Blanchard landed at Weilburg, Blanchard 
flew in England, was the first to cross the English Channel, and was the first to fly in several European countries and, 
watched by George Washington, the first to fly in America.

He was tempted back in 1812 
and taking off from Vauxhall in Birmingham, with a Mr Burcham as his passenger, flew for 112 miles in an hour 
and twenty minutes. The landing was rough and Sadler was thrown from the gondola leaving the unfortunate Mr 
Burcham to throw out an anchor which caught in some trees. Burcham survived without harm though the balloon was 
destroyed. Sadler was the son of an Oxford pastry cook and before he took to ballooning had found employment at 
the Ashmolean Museum. A plaque in Christ Church Meadow honours one of his first flights. Sadler’s son, Windham

Captain Sir Samuel Brown (1776-1852) pioneered chain design and the use of chains in suspension bridge design. The

Brown was the obvious choice to design the Royal Pier at Brighton [Brighthelmstone] which was primarily intended to 
be a landing stage for a packet boat service to Dieppe. It stood a little to the East of the present-day Palace Pier. The 
pier gradually became more and more dilapidated and was destroyed during a storm in 1896. The entrance toll-booth 
kiosks survived and are now used as small shops on the Palace Pier.

Lt-Col. John Kerr Robertson (1878-1962) served his apprenticeship under Messrs Forman and McCall from 1896- 
1901. He worked on railways before, in 1902, becoming Assistant Engineer to the Clyde Navigation Trust. In 1904 
he was appointed Assistant Engineer to the Railway Department of the Government of India, working there until 
1914 when he moved to the Uganda Railways. In 1915 he received a temporary Commission as a Captain in the Royal 
Engineers, serving in the Adriatic, and Baltic Provinces. He remained in the army up to 1921 with, by then, the rank 
of Lt-Colonel. After receiving the medal, he continued his work on many overseas projects including Kenya, India and 
the Haifa-Baghdad Railway harbour works in Turkey.

William Murdoch, known as the father of gas innovation, worked for Boulton and Watt at Soho and lived at Sycamore 
Hill House in Birmingham. It was he who coined the name gasometer, so it is fitting the medal should depict one. The 
Birmingham Medal was created in 1881 and ‘awarded to encourage the extension of the uses of coal, and can be given 
to persons of any nation’. 


William Andrew McIntosh Valon (1838-1909), trained at the works of Thomas Cubitt as a civil engineer, before 
moving to the Equitable Gas Co.. He moved to the London Gas Co., then the Commercial Gas Co., before becoming 
engineer and manager of the Isle of Thanet Gas Co., in 1870. He undertook many major projects at Ramsgate and 
it would seem that it was for this he received the Birmingham Medal. He also had a considerable private practice as a 
consulting gas and water engineer. He was elected a Member of the British Association of Gas Managers in 1872 and 
was President in 1892. He was a Member of the Institute for the Manufacture & Application of Coal Gas from 1880, 
and was also an Associate Member of the Institution of Civil Engineers.

Richard Beck (1827-1866) and his brother Joseph (1828-1891) established the optical manufacturing firm of R. and J. 
Beck in 1843, at 69 Mortimer Street, London. James Smith joined them in 1843, with the company now named Smith 
and Beck, then renamed Smith, Beck and Beck in 1854. On Smith’s retirement in 1865 it reverted to R. and J. Beck. 
They opened their manufactory in Holloway in 1853, naming it the Lister Works after their uncle Joseph Jackson Lister 
who did so much to develop the microscope. By 1861 they employed 40 men and 35 boys and girls. The catalogue 
entry for their display at the Great Exhibition reads, “Glass case; in the top, are stands for compound achromatic 
microscopes (microscopes which consists of two or more combinations of lenses, by one of which an enlarged image 
of the object is formed, and by means of the other, or eye-glass, a magnified representation of the enlarged image is 
seen), constructed so as to avoid tremor, with adjustments and complete apparatus. In the middle, are the requisites 
for mounting microscopic objects, the cells, slips, thin glass, fluid covers, etc., and a few preparations as specimens. 
The bottom is a new form of cabinet for the objects. Two tables, with revolving tops, for successively turning the 
microscope to two or three persons who can conveniently sit round’. In 1968 the company was taken over by The 
Ealing Corporation, South Natick, Massachusetts, becoming Ealing Beck Ltd., then in 1990 Davin Optronics acquired 
the business and today it still trades in Hemel Hempstead as Beck Optronic Solutions Ltd.

The tunnel was designed by Sir Alexander Binnie (1839-1917), the London County Council’s chief engineer and built 
by S. Pearson & Sons, between 1892 and 1897. The tunnel remains in daily use, taking northbound traffic — a new 
tunnel having been opened in 1967 for southbound. Another presentation medal has been noted, offered for sale by 
T. Millett, this from Bull to Nathan Robinson of the LCC.

Bryan Hook (1856-1925) was from an artistic family, the son of James Clarke Hook, RA (1819-1907) and brother of 
Allan James Hook (1853-1946). Bryan Hook was a naval, genre, portrait and animal painter and etcher and a painter 
of landscapes, for which subject he won this medal. 


In 1856 the Royal Academy eventually received the sum of £20,000 from the will of J. M. W. Turner who had died in 
1851. ’The Academy’s Council Minutes record that it was agreed the funds should be used ‘in conformity with the will 
of the late J. M. W. Turner’ for ‘a medal to be called “Turner’s medal’ to be awarded to the best landscape painting at the 
Biennial Distribution’. E. H. Bailey submitted designs which were rejected, then William Mulready, William Dyce and 
Daniel Maclise were subsequently asked to submit their ideas for the medal. Maclise’s design was chosen (the Academy 
still holds his original drawings, Luke Syson, Designs on Posterity: Drawings for Medals, 1994, p. 163, 18c). Maclise finished 
the designs by November 1859 and Leonard Wyon’s impression of the medal was approved in December.

The Cambridge University Bicycle Club (CUBiC) was founded 28 February 1874 with 11 members and the first 
inter-varsity race, the 80 miles from Oxford to Cambridge, in June, was won by Cambridge. The club purchased a 
Timberlake High Bicycle for the members’ use, perhaps it is this on the medal’s reverse. By 1900 interest had waned, 
the last match with Oxford was in 1902 and by 1906-07 the club was dissolved, in debt and without members. The 
present CUCC was formed in 1951.

Léopold Bellan (1857-1936) was a textile entrepreneur who, born with two club feet, established the Association in his 
name to ensure comprehensive care for the most disadvantaged in all walks of life. The work continues today. 


Maurice Saulo was the son of the sculptor Georges Ernest Saulo, under whom he studied, winning the Grand Prix de 
Rome in silver in 1927 and gold in 1934, the year of this medal.

Although a modern striking, the medal is one of the most splendid of the Wyon family’s works. 


George Burder Stratton devoted his working life to the Zoological Society of London, having joined in May 1914 as a 
clerk, aged 15. His early tasks included checking the references quoted in learned articles prior to their publication. He 
was appointed Assistant Librarian in 1936, Acting Librarian and Clerk of Publications in 1942, succeeding to the full 
post the following year. From 1948 onwards he catalogued the entire library and was editor of the Zoological Record for 
12 years. He was appointed to the Order of the British Empire in the Coronation Honours of 1953 and, the following 
year, elected a Fellow honoris causa of the Linnean Society of London. The silver medal here offered, was presented to 
him on his retirement in 1964, the first time a member of the office staff ever received this valued distinction.

On the basis of the above evidence, this is probably by far the best of the six known examples and certainly the only one exhibiting 
this degree of brilliance. 


England’s modern coins, produced by the mill-and-screw process, first appeared towards the end of 1663. The transition was 
time-consuming, commencing with the order of 17 January 1662 which instructed removal of Blondeau’s machinery from 
Drury House and transferring itto the Royal Mint. Far more room was needed than had been true under the hammering process: 
stables for horses, rolling mills, an edging machine, and the seven coining presses. First struck were the silver crowns, all dated 
1662. Appearing next were the gleaming new gold pounds (later called guineas), each worth four of the silver crowns, but it was 
a limited supply made from just 27 pounds and 8 ounces of gold, all struck during December 1663 and so dated. These coins 
were so impressive as pieces of money that they were never revalued by warrant, although their nominal value varied from 
21-shillings initially to 22-shillings by the 1670s. A larger coin, the double-guinea, appeared in 1664, most pieces also made from 
the scant amount of old gold melted and re-coined by the mint into the new money. The coins were stunning compared to the 
earlier money, but few were to be seen across the kingdom. The problem was the lack of gold ore. Then came salvation. 


The ‘Company of Royal Adventurers of England Trading with A frica’ was incorporated by royal charter of 10 January 1663. 
A second charter of 27 September 1672 renamed it the ‘Royal African Company of England’, and granted the company 
a monopoly to trade in Africa. The charters were held by the royal family and profits were to be shared with the king and 
his younger brother, James, Duke of York. For the first few years the company traded British manufactured goods to the 
African tribes for ivory, rare woods and wax, but its principal purpose from the beginning was to obtain gold from the 
Ashanti peoples who worked the gold fields up the Gambia River. At first the gold was scant, but by 1668 the imported raw 
gold was sufficient to begin minting more coins, and bigger coins. The finest of all were the five guineas, first seen in 1668. 
One of the early warrants (dated 24 December 1663) permitted the use of the company’s badge, an elephant, to be placed 
beneath the king’s image. This hallmark was inconsistently used, its purpose being to encourage the company to continue to 
sell gold to the Royal Mint, for the company was not obligated to do so. Many coins of the four gold denominations made 
from this ore were so hallmarked, but not all. Beginning in 1675, a tiny castle was added to the top of the elephant, most 
likely in deference to the king’s dominant ownership of the company. Fewest made were the largest coins, the majority of 
which were exchanged amongst banks or used in large commercial transactions; not many reached the public at large. In the 
following centuries, most of these magnificent coins perished as a source of gold required to make new coins as monarchs 
replaced each other in succession. Relatively few were ever made, and far fewer survived the ages. The coin here offered for 
sale is not only very rare but it is also truly an emblem of its extraordinary times.

The earlier styles of George II’s portraiture—the Young and Intermediate Heads—were followed by the exquisite 
and more intricate style known as the Old Laureate Head. While coins bearing this design are plentiful among the two 
smallest gold denominations, which were made in significant numbers for everyday commerce, it is on the largest two 
coins that the image of a more mature king is best displayed. A luxurious wig, so fashionable in its day, dominates, 
flowing down his back onto his shoulders, with a classic laurel topping it. A lovely series, it was very short lived, first 
appearing in 1746 with the LIMA mintmark beneath. Both the sources of gold and the need for coins of the largest 
denominations had been shrinking for years, the consequence of which was ever-lower mintages. For only two years 
more did the massive 5-guineas coin issue from the mint’s machinery, in 1748 and 1753. All three dates of this style are 
rare today but the truth is that they were seldom seen even in the 1740s and ‘50s. Official later melts of England’s coins 
consumed most 5-guineas and 2-guineas created, leaving collectors with a paucity of examples ever to be obtained. 
The delightful coin in this lot was a lucky survivor of its age. It is also one of the best we have encountered.

Following the establishment of the Bank of England in 1694, the traditional money transitioned slowly into more 
modern forms. The impact of foreign wars and internal fiscal growth brought about an increasing dependence on 
paper money, both notes of credit and banknotes. Copper coins of small values grew steadily in numbers. Silver issues 
fluctuated, sometimes being struck in great numbers, not at all in certain years, as foreign trade and internal hoarding 
ebbed and flowed. The large silver crowns decreased in popularity and in need, while the denominations (halfcrowns, 
shillings, sixpences) most needed in commerce were issued in ever increasing numbers (except during the last decades 
of the 18" century). Gold half-guineas and guineas dominated in commerce between individuals, but as the paper 
monies gained in popularity the largest gold denominations steadily dwindled in numbers. It was largely a matter of 
convenience: a light piece of paper or a heavy gold coin in the pocket. Banks preferred paper. The middle years of 
George I’s reign witnessed the end of the use of big gold coins as money. The gleaming coin in this lot was among 
the last of its kind ever made, and clearly it was carefully saved not as money but as an artistic example of its elegant 
era. It is believed that coinage actually continued beyond the end of 1753, briefly into 1754, bearing this date, but the 
end had indeed arrived and never again, except for curious patterns in the reign of George HI, would the 5-guineas 
coin be struck. All examples of this style are rare today, and much desired.

The original railway line connecting Baku to Batum on the Black Sea was completed in 1883, opening the Baku 
oilfields to the greater world, however the Suram Pass remained a problem and with the backing of the Rothschilds 
and Ludvig Nobel a tunnel was proposed.

including but not limited to loss of any kind of profit whatsoever. The buyer 
will not be entitled to claim interest on the amount due to him. The buyer 
shall not be entitled to a refund for any lot for any reason save as set out in 
this clause 12(b). 

(13) Save as provided in the preceding paragraph of these conditions buyers 
must satisfy themselves as to the accuracy of their purchases at the time 
of delivery. The Company cannot be held responsible for any discrepancy 
which might be discovered after the lots have been removed from either the 
auction room or the auctioneers’ premises. 

(14) As stated in paragraph (1), the Company acts solely as agent between 
buyer and seller and shall not be held responsible for any default by either 
party or for any action or claim that may arise in connection with any lot. 
(15) Any part of the purchase price still outstanding after the auction, in line 
with the terms of paragraph (8), shall be paid in full within thirty days of 
the date of the auction. Without prejudice to any other rights, the Company 
reserves the right to charge interest on any overdue payment at a rate of 
three per cent per month. In the event that the company shall have paid the 
seller (normally 35 days after the sale) and part of the purchase price is still 
outstanding, title to the lot will pass to the Company. The Company shall 
then have the right to sell any other goods belonging to the buyer and held 
by the Company for whatever reason at such a price that the company, in its 
absolute discretion, thinks fit. The buyer shall also reimburse the Company 
for any additional costs incurred in this process. 

(16) Buyers accepting commissions from third parties do so at their own 
risk. They remain responsible to the Company for full settlement according 
to these conditions 

(17) Privacy Policy - We may collect and process information you give to us 
such as your name, address and references. We will use this information to 
carry out our obligations arising from any contracts entered into between 
you and us and to provide you with the information, products and services 
that you request from us or that we offer. We may share your personal 
information with any member of our group, which means our subsidiaries, 
our ultimate holding company and its subsidiaries, as defined in section 
1159 of the UK Companies Act 2006. We may share your information with 
selected third parties including: business partners, advertisers and analytics. 
We may disclose your personal information to third parties in the event 
we sell or buy any business or assets in which case we may disclose your 
personal data to the prospective seller or buyer or such business or assets or 
if we are under a duty to disclosure or share your personal data in order to 
comply with any legal obligation or in order to enforce or apply our terms 
of use. You have the right to ask us not to process your personal data for 
marketing purposes. 

(18) By making a bid, the buyer acknowledges his acceptance of these 
conditions and agrees to be bound by them. 

(19) If any buyer fails to comply with any of these Conditions, the lot or lots 
in respect of which the failure is made may at the discretion of the Company 
be put up again and resold. The damages recoverable from the defaulting 
buyer shall include, but not be limited to, the auctioneers’ expenses and 
commission in respect of the resale and the amount (if any) by which the 
price obtained on the resale is exceeded by that obtained on the first sale. 
(20) A variation of these Conditions shall only be binding on the Company 
and the seller if it is made in writing and signed by a duly authorised 
representative of the Company. 

(21) These Conditions shall take effect and be construed in accordance with 
the provisions of English law. 
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
